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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

2. Please cancel claims 17, 21 and 22. 

Allowance 

3. Claims 1-3, 5-8, 1 1-16 and 18-20 are allowed. 

4. Claims 17, 21 and 22 have been canceled. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of record is set forth on the PTO-892 and PTO-1449. The claims are 
allowable because the prior art fails to teach or suggest Applicant's invention as claimed, specifically 
a composition comprising a dispersion of: (a) a metal base with mean particle size ranging from 15 
nanometers to about 1 micrometer; (b) a surfactant with a hydrophilic lipophilic balance (HLB) of 
about 2 to about 16; and (c) all organic medium containing less than about 2 wt % of water wherein 
said metal base is present at a solids content greater than about 51 wt % of the composition when 
said metal base is a metal hydroxide, and at a solids content of greater than about 35 wt % when said 
metal base is other than a metal hydroxide, or is a mixture, wherein the dispersion viscosity 
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measured at about 40°C at 100 s A ranges from about 0.003 Pa s to about 5 Pa s recited in the claims; 
which is outside the scope of prior art. 

FORSBERG (US PATENT 4094801) is the closest prior art that teaches: 

Additives for lubricants and fuels that consists of magnesium-containing liquid dispersion 
composition by mixing: (A) (metal base) at least one of magnesium hydroxide, magnesium oxide, 
hydrated magnesium oxide, or a magnesium alkoxide; (B) (surfactant) an oleophilic organic reagent 
comprising at least one carboxylic acid, a mixture thereof with at least one sulfonic acid, or an ester 
or alkali metal or alkaline earth metal salt of the; (C) water; and (D) at least one organic solubilizing 
agent for component B (abstract; col. 1 line 10 - col. 2 line 10; see also claim 1). 

However FORSBERG differs from the claimed invention in that FORSBERG does not 
disclose or suggest a) high concentrations ( >51 wt. % when the metal base is metal hydroxide and 
>35 wt.% when the metal based is other than metal hydroxide) of metal base; b) dispersed as 
particles with a mean particle size of 15 nanometers to about 1 micrometer; c) in an organic media 
with less than 2 wt.% water in the present; d) including a surfactant with an HLB of about 2 to 1 6; 
and e) resulting in viscosities at 40°C and 100 s-1 of 0.003 Pa s to 5 Pa s. 

In addition, FORSBERG does not disclose or suggest to one skilled in the art to use the 
teachings of Forsberg because; a) the metal base content in Forsberg is too low; b) the presence of 
water further complicates the chemistry involved and converts metal oxides to metal hydroxides, 
hydrates, or complexes; and c) the viscosity of Forsberg compositions are too high to reasonably 
expect to get low viscosity liquid compositions with high percentages of metal base in the organic 
media. Applicant submitted a Declaration in the prosecution of the current application showing that 
at least one example of the Forsberg patent resulted in significantly different (higher) viscosity 
characteristics than the current application examples. As a result of the gelled nature or solid nature 
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of the products of Forsberg, the viscosity of the products will be greater than the claimed viscosity 
of 0.003 Pa s to about 5 Pa s.
